THURLES, Ireland, Jan. 31.—

Seven of the newly elected members 
of the municipal council were among 
those seized. The military alone car- 
ried out the raid. 

The wife of one of the men taken 
was informed that the warrant for the 
arrest would be read when the prisoner 
Was taken to the barracks. 

Joseph McGrath, Sinn Fein member 
of the house of commons for the St. 
James division of Dublin, was among 
those caught in the roundup. 

More than twenty later were placed 
in Mount Joy prison. 

The arrests caused great excitement 
in the city. 

Ignore’ Sinn Fein Flags. 

It appears the government kas ig: 
nored the hoisting of republican flags 
on the city hall at the initial meeting 
Friday of the new municipal council, 
which {s made up mostly of Sinn Fein- 
ers. The corporation officials say that 
the flags were flown from the building 
without their authority. 

The feature of the counci: meeting 
was the complete domination of the 
body by the republicans, the temper of 
pai tycipants being manifeste.i by angry 
protests at the town clerk’s disqualifi- 
cation of Mrs. Wyse Power, who wags 
elected to the municipal council, bo- 
cause she insisted on signing tne roll 
in Gaelic. About half the members cf 
the council answered the roll call in 
Gac'ic.

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Viscount Grey of 
Falloden, who during the autumn was 
British ambassador to ‘the United 
States and who recently retired and 
has just returned from Washington, 
today issued a statement declaring 
that the course of the United States 
senate in examining closely into the 
treaty “was not a betrayal of trust” 
or anything except the exercising of 
the right to safeguard American inter. 
ests before committing the nation to 

international agreements. 
- It will be recalled that at the out- 


then Sir Edward Grey—was minister 
of foreign affairs in the British cabinet 
under Mr. Asquith. 

Viscount Grey's statement is in the 
form of a signed letter which appears 
in the London Times. 

Text of Grey’s Letter. 
‘The letter follows: 

“Sir: Nothing, it seems to me, is 
more desirable in international politics 
than good understanding between the 
democracy of the Unite. States on the 
one hand and the democractes of Grext 
Britain and sélf-governing dom-nions 
and, I hope we may add Ireland, on 
the other. 

“Nothing would be more disastrous 
than misunderstanding: and estrange- 
ment. There are some aspects of po- 
sition in the United States with regard 
to the league of nations which are not 
wholly understood in Great Britain. 

“Il hope that as a result of my re- 
cent stay in Washington I may be able 
to make that position better under- 
stood. I veniure to offer the following 
observations. They represent only my 
personal opinion and nothing more,- 
and they are given simply as those of 
a private individual in Great Britain 
and allied countries. | 

Impatien tural. 

“There is natusally impatience and 
disappointment at the delay of the 
United States in ratifying the peace 
treaty and the covenant of the league 
of natons. It is perhaps not so gen- 
erally recognized here that there is also 
great impatience and disappointment 
in the United States. 

“Nowhere is the impasse caused by 
the deadlock between the president and 
the senate more keenly regretted than 
in the United States, where there is a 
strong and even urgent desire in public 
opinion to see a way out of that im- 
passe found which will be both honor- 
able to the United States and helpful 
to the world. 

“It would be well to understand the 
real difficulties with which the people 
of the United States have been con- 


standing. What seemed disagreeable 
features of the situation will assume a 
more favorable and intelligible aspect. 


“BAD FAITH”. CRY UNJUST | 


“Let us first get rid of one possible 
misunderstanding. No charge of bad 
faith or repudiating signatures can be 
brought against the action of the 
United States. 

“The senate, by the American con- 
stitution, is an independent body, an in- 
dependent element in treaty-making 
power. Its refusal to ratify the treaty 
connot expose either itself or the coun- 
try to the charge of bad faith or re- 
pudiation, nor is it fair to represent 
the United States as holding up the 
treaty solely from motives of party 
politics and thereby sacrificing the 
interests of other nations for this petty 
consideration. 

“It is true that there are party 
politics and personal ahimosities in 
An American who 
saw much of England between 1880 and 
1890 and that the present conditions of 
politics in United States reminded him 
of what he had "ae 802 in London 
when Gladstone first advocated home 
rule for Ireland—party politics and 
personal animosities arising out of 
them operate in every democratic

* How Their Trouble Started. 

They had landed near that city | 

Wednesday when flying during a fog 
and having mistaken the River Solado, 
thirty miles inside of Mexico, for the 
Rio Grande. Shortage of gasoline forced

gasoline and oil. 
Gengral Fortunata Zuazua, 
mander in the Mexican state of Ta- 
maulapas, in which Guerrero is located, 
apparently had made no effort to de- 
tain the aviators. | 

The military authorities at Fort 
Brown, Brownsville, dispatches from 
that eclty say, were confident there. 
was nothing to prevent the aviators’ re- 
turn. 

Reassured by Zuazua. 

Word came from Zuazua to Fort 
Brown at 3 o’clock this afternoon that | 
matters were satisfactory and that the 
men soon would be returned. Earlier 
in the day Maj. Flores, from Mata- 
mores, which is opposite Brownsville, 
sent word to the officials at Fort Brown. 
That message was of's tenor similar 
to that from Zuazua. Both Americans 
then were at errero and Flores’ 
message said wO6fd was awaited from 
Murguia, Carranza commander in the 
northern zone. This was the first hint 
that the matter had gone to him, 


News of Seizure Comes. 

Later in the day came word from 
Randolph Robertson, vice consul at 
Nuevo Laredo, telling of the order for 
the removal of the aviators to Mon- 
terey. Robertson had gone to Guer- 
rero to arrange for the flyers’ release. 

General Murguia, according to infor- 
mation from Brownsville, was at 
Piedras Negras, oposite Eagle Pass, to- 
day and it was from there, it is as- 
sumed, that he ordered Davis and 
Grimes taken to Monterey. 

Mr. Robertson telephoned from Guer- 
rero that he was accompanying the fly- 
ers to Nuevo Laredo. They are travel- 
ing tonight by automobiles under escort 
of several Carranza officers. 

They are due to reach Nuevo Laredo, 
opposite this city, about midnight and 
tomorrow morning will take train-for 
Monterey, where they are to be exam- 
ined by Mexican military authorities 
“as to their reasons for landing on 
Mexican soil.”

NEW ENGLAND HIT 


New York, Jan. 31.—All New Eng: 
land and New York state were tonight 
in the grip of the coldest weather of 
winter. New records for low tempera- 
ture were reported in many communi- 
ties, the thermometer registering frorh 
8 to 42 degrees below zero. Late to- 
night it is 4 below in New York City 
and getting colder hourly 

The frigid wave which suddenly 
blanketed the east shortly after last 
midnight was most severe in northern 
New York state, where the low record 
of 42 degrees below zero was registered 
at Ava, fourteen miles north of Rome. 

Along the New England northern 
coast harbors and channels are frozen, 
preventing je movement of shipping 
and supplies of foodstuffs. The inhabi-

“TI was hysterical; I am sorry.” 

She became cheerful and the hopes 
of her husband rose. 

Mr. Folsom’s Story of Shot. — 

THe TRIBUNE called Mr. Folsom on 
the phone. 

“T cannot tell you just.how it hap- 
pened,” he said. “I was in my room.

NEW BOMB 


ROUSES DRIVE 


Five Bellevue Place 
Houses Damaged. 


The dull boom of an exploding bomb 
and the sound of shattered giass star- 
tled residents of Bellevue place, near 
Lake Shore drive, during the dinner 
hour last night.

The explosion was heard in 
the homes of Harold F. McCormick, 
1000 Lake Shore drive, and John Bor- 
den, 130 Bellevue place. The explosion 
brought persons from various homes 
along Lake Shore drive. 


_ . Bombed Last June. 

Mr. Austin, who was made a bomb 
victim last June as a result of the feel- 
ing aroused over Chicago's race prob- 
lem and his action in renting—south 
side property to colored persons, es- 
caped the excitement last night be- 
cause he happens to be living at the 
Virginia hotel. The bombers neglect- 
ed to look up his latest address. 

Alphonse L. Drum, head of A. L. 
Drum & Co., consulting engineers, is 
the present tenant of the residence 
at 103 Bellevue place. The windows 
in thé second story of his home were 
broken, the glasé falling into the bed- 
rooms. His little daughter was just 
preparing for bed when the bomb 
frightened her. |

Blast Perils Women. 

The greatest damage was done to 
the windows in the front of the resi- 
dence at 105 Bellevue, occupied by 
Mrs. H. L. Whitmarsh and ‘her nieces, 
the Misses Mary and Jennie Stearns. 
The, three women, were in a middle 
room on the first floor when their win- 
dows fell away and let in the bitter 
night wind. Windows in al) three 
stories of this house were broken. 
Mrs. Whitmarsh and her nieces were 
trembling with nervousness an hour 
after the explosion. They were at 
home during the first bomb aimed at 
the Austin house last June. They ex. 
pressed the hope that the bombers 
would show them some mercy in the 
future, as they feel they cannot stand 
much more, and the price of window 
glass is high. 


Find Remains of Bomb.

Scheldt Row End_;

THE HAGUE, Jan. 31.—The Dutch 
press today prints the text of the new 
treaty between Holland and Belgium, 


which has not yet been ratified. Its— 


principal provisions, stripped of their 
official verbiage, follow: 

Holland and Belgium to have joint 
control of navigation on the Scheldt 
river. 

The question of the movement of 
Belgian warships from Antwerp and 
other problems likely to result in the 
event of war are left to the future de- 


cision of the league of nations. 

Both countries also agree to the prin- 
ciple that the mouth of the Scheldt be 
free arfd open water; that two new 
large canals be constructed to give Bel- 
gium an equal outlet to the sea (one 
from Antwerp to Holland connecting 
with the North sea, @nd the other from 
the Rhine across the Meuse to the 
Scheidt to Antwerp, connecting Ant- 
werp w.th the German Rhine, the lat- 
ter to be constructed within seven 
years); that an additional number of 
existing canals be deepened to accom- 
modate larger ships, and in general 
that each country pay the expense of 
construction and maintenance within 
its own borders, and that customs, 
quarantine, andpilotage regulat.ons be 
made as uniform as possible. 

With reference to the German Rhine 
eanal, Holland agrees that no new con- 
ditions be imposed other than those 
already in effect on traffic to Germany. 
Generally speaking, joint commissions 
w.ll control the conditions, 
tion, and maintenance of the canals.

Garrity Will Get Daily 
Report on Arrests. 


A new system of police reéords will 
be installed today whereby Chief Gar- 
rity will have in his office every morn- 
ing at 19 o’clock a complete list Of all 
arrests made within the last twenty- 
four hours, together with the detailed 
history o® each prisoner. 

An order was issued by the chief 
yesterday to all commanding officers 
notifying them that sets of cards 
would be received by them by Feb. 1. 
The cards are of two colors, white and 
salmon. The white cards are known 
as “notifications of arrests,” while the 
others are called “ final dispositions.” 


Policeman Must Fill Cards, 


A policeman is instructed to fill out 
both cards as soon an arrest is 
made with the name, age, address and 
description of the prisoner, together 
with all detailed information regard. 
ing the charge and circumstances prior 
to and attending the arrest. > 

The white card is forwarded to the 
chief's office at once, while the salmon 
colored or final disposition card is 
kept at the station until the case 1s 
finally disposed of in court. Patrol- 
men and detectives making arrests 
are cautioned in thé chief's order to

An excellent protection 
against this fq the following lanoline 
cream: Two parts lanoline. one part 
borogiyceride. six parts cold cream 
made with white vaseline. Rib well 
into the skin at night. Or apply be- 
fore going out during the day. 

Maybe chapped lips is your winter 
beauty: 111? Slip into your handbag a 
camphor {ce stick which you can buy 
reasonably at any drug store ¢.n4 apply 
it to your lips three or four times a 
day. They are a combination of c.m- 
phor and vaseline with white wax 
added for coloring. If the lips are in 
pe wet a lump of alum 

p of your tongue and ly 
this frequently. 

Chapped hands, perhaps? The old 
fashioned rosewater and gtycerin in 
equal parts with a few drops of ben. 
zoin added -s excellent: also equal parts 
of glycerin and camphor is highly ef- 
ficient. 

Chapped face? Chapping does not 
occur in warm seasons, because at 
such times the sweat and fat glands 
are active and keep the skin thorough 
ly oiled. People with dry skins are 
more afflicted with chapping than those 
with naturally oily skins. Too frequent 
washings. especially with strong soaps 
and failure te dry the parts thoroughly 
efter washing. will cause the skin on 
both hands and face to chap. An 
sly soap for extremely sensitive win- 
ter skins, should be used. Or grease 
the skin lightly with a gond cold 
cream a couple of times a day. The 


secret in preventing and cu 
chapped skin is to make up a 
ficiency of fat which tl e skin is failing 
to supply for itself. 

Or is it a red nose you have a-both- 
ering you? Troubles of circula- 
tion and bad digestion are generally 
to blame. Cold feet are found usually 
traveling along in the same “ carriage” 
with a red nos-. A cold sponge morn- 
ings and a four mile walk a day will 
do marvels for both the digestion 
trouble and the circulation. 

Chilblains? A mild frostbite ts the 


definition of chilblains. Anything || 


which impedes the circulation pre 
disposes to chilblains—tight shoes. 
narrow pointed shoes, « any footgear 
which fails te give the toes necessary 
room for movement, tight garters. 
tight corsets. insufficient daily ex- 
ercise, and long hours standing with 
little moving about. Victirrs of exces- 
sive verspiration of the feet are easy 
sufferers from chilblains, too. The 
remedy for these latter naturally ls 
to remove that trouble. aluminum 
chloride treatment. which 25 per 
cent solution of aluminum chloride tn 
distilled water dabbed gently over the 
feet and between the toes, is recom- 
mended. 

For chilblain treatment use cam- 
phorated oil, or bay rum, or vinegar. 
applied with brisk friction to give re- 
lief to the burning and stinging ac- 
companying the redness. After the 
natural color is restored che skin should 
be smeared with fresh cold cream, 
covered with a layer of gauze and cot- 
ton, and bandage.

Setting all the figures down in black 
and white and separating them into 
certain genera! classes will help in de- 
termining what per cent of the family 
income should be allotted to the differ- 
ent needs. It is not an infallible basis, 
however, for last year’s expenditures 
for clothes or food may be out of pro 
portion to the Income as a whole, and 
in a just budget these items may need 


reduction. 


Make yours, then, a trial budget. 
Test it for a month, keeping careful 
account of all expenditures and trying 
to hold them within their allotted per 
cents. If some of your estimates prove 
inadequate revise your budget at the 
end of the month and make another 
trial. After one or two euch readjust- 
ments you should be able to settle upon 
a budget which will stand up under a 


year’s strain. 


Personal and Emergency Allowancess. 

There are two points I wish to re- 
emphasize as essential] to a satisfactory 
budget, even a trial one. First a per 
sonal allowance to each member of the 
household, which is his or her private 
affair, and which should cover clothing 
as well as other expenses.

So long as each member of the family 
lives within his or her allowance, how 
it is spent should be no concern of the 
other members, except in the case of 
children or young people.

The in the zccom- 
panying illustration is out of the ordi- 
nary, to say the least. In order to 
realize what an unusual house this is, 
‘the exterior view and the floor plans 
should be considered together. At first 
giance the home appears to be a rect- 
angular story and a half house, but a 
study of the floor plans will disclose 
that it really is eight sided, the walls 
proper being irregular, but “ squared” 
by the almost continuous porches. 

Im architectural style this plan fol- 
lows somewhat the Japanese, as the 
goof extends over the porches. As 
dppanese rugs and other furnishings 
gow are much in‘fevor.a really artistic 
fhome bothdn exterier and interior bal- 
ance would result from building from 
this plan and furmehing it with orien- 
‘tal materials. ~~ 

But & constryttion this is far from 
the flimsy homes that we associate 
with the Japane3e.. This house is of 
concrete blocks, covered with stucco, 
and has a tile ragf, Making it as nearly 
fireproof as a home can be made and 
still be attractiveé_and comfortable. 

Speaking ‘6f*concrete biocks, let it be 
said that as material for homes they 
will be exceptionally prominent during 
the next few years. Prices of other 
building faterials have increased 
from 60 to.100 per cent during the last 
two years, ind architects and builders 
now are looking with favor on con- 
crete. They have tong since passed 
‘the experimental stage in the manu- 
facture of concrete blocks, and there 
are thousands of good buildings, such 
as the home shown, erected of them. 

The size.of.thia.house is 26 feet 3 
inches by 63 feet 6 inches. It contains 
six rooms and bath. The floor plan 
shows the dimensions of the rooms and 
their arrangement.

In the present case we have a displacement of a whole 
meond of arc; and if the observers had indeed madd such 
w error, their mistake could scarcely be condoned by the 
imitations of a temporary installation of apparatus in 
mmote parts of the globe, or the time limit of five minutes 
the duration of the eclipse) in which to settle the prob- 
em.

ui precautions that forethought could suggest to guard 
wainst error were adopted. 


The deflection of the star images means a bending of 
the ray of light as it passes near-the sun, just as though 
the light had weight which caused it to drop towards the 
sun. But it is not the bending of light that threatens the 
downfall of Newton. On the contrary, were Newton alive 
he would be congratulating himself on his foresight. In 
his “Opticks”” we read: | 


“Query I—Do not bodies act upon light at a distance, 
and by their action bend its rays, and is not this action 
ceteris paribus) strongest at the least distance?” 


Weight of light seemed less strange to Newton than 
© us, because he believed light to consist of minute cor- 
puscies, whereas for us the bending of a wave of light is 
& Much more difficult conception. This confirmation of 
Newton's speculation is in itself a striking result; it might 
perhaps be described as the first new thing that has been 
zarned about gravitation in more than 200 years. 


The great upheaval in ideas arises because the bending 
b twice that which Newton would have predicted on the 
basis of his law of gravitation; but it agrees with that 
which Einstein predicted according to & remarkable 
heory of space and time put forward by him in 1915. 
This theory had already aroused great interest among 
itronomers because it explained quantitatively a well 
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Wown anomaly in the motion of the planet Mercury. 
fe double confirmation by experiment will convince most 
Mentists that the theory must have strong elements of 
mth in it; but no one will assert that it is yet proved 
tebe necessarily true in the form in which it ts stated. 
ig the matter stands at present, there appears to be no 
bubt that Einstein, whether his arguments are true or 
ise, has given the correct law of gravitation—more 


‘iwcurate than the Newtonian law—and some at least of 


bis ideas, which led him to the new law, are substantiated. 


The public has probably been surprised at the unanimity 
vith which leading «scientific men have hastened to con- 
ies that they do not understand Einstein's theory. The 
tason is because the theory employs a hitherto little used 
branch of mathematics, which most mathematical phys 


sicists have either forgotten or more often omitted alto 


ether from their equipment. Founded by Riemann, and 
developed in recent years by the Italians Ricci and Levi- 
Civita, it seemed most unlikely ever to have any physical 
ipplication. I believe that Einstein himself wae ignorant 
this subject when he began these epoch making re 
Marches. It is not the least part of the romance of the, 
tiscovery, that it depends on the investigations of pure 
Mathematicians in a field of abstract thoug§t which 
temed unlikely ever to be contaminated by,a mundane 
‘pplication. 
* 
HE main difficulty in giving an account in simple 
language is that the whole theory is a revolt against 
“simple language.” If the theory is right, simple 
se involves very confused ideas. What ideas are 
more elementary than those of spa@e and time? “If only

In Einstein’s view, since the space [b] is not revealed 
by physical measurements, there is no conceivable reason 
for believing in its existence; and in any case it does not 
concern us. Hence for him space is always and solely 
measured space. We cannot predict a priori what will 
happen to measuring appliances in a strong field of grav- 
itation, hence we cannot predict what kind of space will 
be there. It turns out.that it is probably non-Euclidean, 
or, as it is popularly expressed, warped. But all the 
metaphysical implication disappears when we remember 
that -this is merely a statement about the unusual be- 
havior of measuring appliances in unusual circumstances. 


or | 


HE reader may perhaps think that it is a bathos that 
all the talk of the warping of space should come to 
nothing more than this; but he must remember that 

the space that is warped is actually the space of his per- 
ception. The judgments of his senses are physical meas- 
ures, though crude; and the appliances of the laboratory 
merely assist and refine these judgments without altering 
theiP character. We are inclined to overlook the channel 
of sense measures by which external nature is presented 
to the mind, and to think that in some way the mind ts 


directly acquainted with things outside us. So far from 


this being true, two of the most essential features in our 
mental picture of the external world—viz., space and 
time—are not actually in the external world, but are intro. 
duced into the picture in the course of transmission 
through sense channels to our brains. 


In every observation the observer has a share as tm- 


observer I include any measuring apparatus he may use 


to improve the judgments of his senses. In many cases | 


we automatically abstract the observer’s share; we notice 
four minute funnels on the horizon and announce that we 
have seen a leviathan Cunarder; from our carriage window 
we see a cow glide past at fifty miles an hour, and remark 
that the poor creature is enjoying a rest. 

Einstein’s achievement is a separation of the shares of 
the observer and of external nature far more cémplete 
than hitherto, and opposed to the separation which through 
long generations we have instinctively adopted. He 
assigns space and time solely to the observer; in nature 
there is left something which for want of a better name 
we may call space time. In a sense it is a combination of 
spacé and time, but it has lost the more familiar qualities 
of both. It arouses curiosity because it has four dimen- 
sions. 

The observer himself is in nature and he is passing 
through this four dimensional “s@mething.” Let’ us see 
what he makes of it. He is sitting in his armchair making 
no conscious effort to change position; nevertheless, he 
perceives that he is not stationary in the great world— 
he is progressing along time. He makes a conscious effort 
room; now he is progressing in spice. Thus he splits up 
this four dimensional thing; direction in which he 
progresses without conscious effort is time, other direc- 
tions are space. : 

But, says the astronomer, he is also borne through 
space without conscious effort by the earth on its jour 
ney round the sun. Our observer listens respectfully 
and says he will bear it in mind, but he forgets. Some 
one asks him how far he walked in the last ten sec- 
onds. “About ten yards,” is the reply. “ You mean 200 
miles,” says the astronomer, “that was the distance be- 
tween your starting and finishing points.” It is the 
game in the laboratory; when the physicist measures the 
speed of a sound wave he never worries about the mo- 
tion of the earth. And he is justified; the separation 
into space and time is his affair: it is not in nature; it is 
part of his own consciousness, and why should he make 
a separation which’ is not related to his consciousness and 
contradicts his natura] experience? 

ND so it comes about that each observer takes that 

direction in the world in which he himself is in- 

voluntarily progressing to be thé direction of time; 
and the time direction being chosen, the space directions 
settle themselves ‘automatically. Another observer, tak- 
ing a different course through the world, will have a 
different time and a different space. This would long ago 
have led to confusion were it not that all observers with 
whom we are acquainted are tied to the earth and take 
practically the same course. It had always been thought 
that to allow for the motion of an observer it was only 
necéssary to subtract a constant velocity; and ft is true 
that this is generally sufficient in practice in all but a few 
exceptional and refined measures. 

But in reality the effect of the observer's motion ts mere 
far reaching and involves a rotation of time direction. 
Contemplated by an observer moving with a great speed, 


the rotation of time direction is large, and terrestrial phe, 


nomena will appear most extraordinary; a man six foot 
high might suddenly contract to three feet, or time 
might appear almost suspended and Mr. Wells’ romance,

no illusion in these phenomena, except in so far as all our 
acquaintance with nature is illusion. 
imply that anything extradrdinary is happening in the 
external world, because the length of a man, or the dura- 
tion of an action, are not in the external world, but are 
something superadded by the sense-processes or the meas- 
uring appliances of the particular onlooker. 

Relegating space and time to their proper source—the 
observer—Einstein bids us contemplate the residuum of 
what we observe. 
shapeless, because we have abstracted space; yet it is 
metrical and has quantitative properties which can be 
expressed in mathematical terms. Clearly we cannot 
describe this true world in terms of familiar things, 
because the whole point of Einstein's theory is that we 
must abstract the ideas which we ourselves have added 
in order to form familiar things. Mathematics {js the only 
language in which the inherent qualities of this unfa- 
miliar world can be described, But though it saems un- 
familiar, nature is left simpler by this purification. <A 
closer unity is perceived in the bases of phenomena ap- 
parently diverse; and, for example, the effect of gravita- 
tion on light is clearly foreseen. Further, the laws of na- 
ture must relate to this four dimensional residuum, and 
the space and time we ourselves introduce cannot be 
relevant. This led Einstein to the conclusion that New- 
ton’s law of gravitation, whieh refers to one particular 
separation of space and time, cannot be exact law; and 
he proposed a new law applicable to a four dimensional 
world, which has now been strikingly justified by obser. 
vation. 

It is not necessary to picture scientists as prostrated 
by the new revelations, feeling that they have got te go 
back te the beginning and start again. The general 
course ef dxperimental physics will not be deflected, and 
only here ané there will theory be teuched. If eur com- 
men view of nature is a dream, still cur business is with 
the fabric ef eur vision. Search fer truth may reveal 
that there ts undertying the dream a real world, and the 
true laws of the phantasms are to be expressed in terms 
of—let us say—indigestion. The discevery is epoch mak 
ing, and much that appeared inexplicable im the dream 
world is now traceable to its source. But the dreamer

“In order to prevent overlapping,

PLAN OF AN EGYPTIAN STAR. TEMPLE 


THE KING OF STARS. 
HE mighty star Sirlue can be 
found in the southern sky to- 
night. It is the brightest star in 
the firmament. When the air 
quivers its light pulses greem blue, 
and red with rapid scintillations. Siri- 
us is so bright that the least breath 
of wind sets it twinkling. There can 
be no mistaking it, for excepting the 
bright planet Jupiter in the east, there 
is no light in the sky that is its rival. 

Ancient astronomers describe Sirius 
as red. They do not say whether 
they mean its flashes of red or a gen- 
eral red color. To us it appears a 
greenish white. Its color is due to 
enormous clouds of incandescent hydro- 
gen gas which envelop the globular 
form of the star. 

To the ancients Sirius was an tm- 
portant cynosure. In Egypt, in par- 
ticular, it was called the “king of 
stars” and the year began at the mo- 
ment when Sirlus rose with the sun. 
A great many of the Egyptian temples 
were built for the express purpose of 
observing Sirius, it has been found. 

Such temples were ideal for the ptr- 
pose for which they were built. The 
narrow entrance is flanked by two im- 
mense stone pylons. A straight, nar- 
row passage extended down numerous 
rooms and courtyards, and terminated 
in a dark chamber. It was here that 
the idol stood, with {ts face so set that 
it received the first flash of the atar. 
The .priests, standing im the deep 
gloom, could look down the long nave

All classes of people are rep- 
resented—lawyers, merchants, priests, 
soothsayers, and soldiers—for the 
event at hand touches the lives of all. 
There is none so lowly as to be unaf. 
fected by the coming of a new year. 
Calendars and clocks were not so com- 
mon then now, 

The sun is coming... The whole east- 

ern sky over the desert is a mass of 
flame. Murzim, the announcer star. 
leaps over the rim of the earth. When 
Murzim rises the watchers know they 
must be ready. A shout bursts from 


those above. The sun h&s risen. Below |. 


the watchers are straining their eyes 
at the blue patch of earth and sky cut 
by the entrance, and noting the seo 
onds as they are told off on the water 
clocks. A blue green jewel flashes on 
the distant hills. Sirius is up, and a 
new year has begun. 

We now have better means for tell- 
tng time than by Sirius, but the king 
of stars still remains an object of great 
interest. There is a dark star going 
around Sirius, a quarter as big as its 
primary, but so faint that it can hardly 
be seen. Its presence was known for 
a long time before it was observed, on 
account of the way it disturbed its 
master and pulled him about. It takes 
a big telescope to see the dark attend- 
ant sun. Close in the’blazing glare of 
Strius a deep parte star gleaming.

Rumor of Opera 


Combine Bobs Up 


Again in New York ,@imuae 


By W. L. Hubbard. 


HE frisky, healthy old rumor as § me ey 


to the impending re-approach- ; 
ment and coalition of the Met- ;: 
ropolitan and the Chicago Opera; 


companies has bobbed up again. It is 
due just about the present time, when 


the Chicago company visits New York. 


Telegraphic reports of Mr. Harold 
McCormick being seen in “ earnest con- 
sultation” with this impressario and 
that manager and “advising” with 
this agent andgthe other artist have 
been industriously sent Chicago-wards. 
But like all such reports they almost 
invariably emanate from the impres- 
sario, manager, agent, or artist who is 
especially and personally interested in 
getting the dear public to think that 
Chicago ig crying aloud for his or her 
services. 

Mg. McCormick and the Chicago 
Opera association have had experiences 
with the New York operatic forces 
which are not likely soon to be for- 
gotten, and it is safe to believe that the 
time t far distant when there will be 
any combining of managements $f the 
Metropolitan and the Auditorim.., or 
any “business arrangements” eptered 
into which will result in making the 
Chicago institution a more or lesg neg- 
ligible tail to the New York kite. ‘There 
is no wish, to say nothing of need, of 
having Mr. Gatti-Casazza. direct the 
destinies of the Chicago organization, 
even though it be suggested tht the 
astute and skilled Henry Hussell 
would be willing te become his personal 
representative here. Mr. Russell's 
record as opera destroyer, in Boston is 
too sufficiently and generally known, 
to make his connection in any way with 
our home organization desirable. 

Chicago may rest safe in the thought 
that Mr. McCormick has no wish and 
entertains no thought of again putting 
the Chicago Opera association under 
the domination in any way of Mr. Otto 
Kahr or any of his favorites or any 
Metropolitan managers. The farther 
Chicago keeps from the eastern-organ- 
ization, and the sooner it puts all 


thought of aping it and its ways out 


of mind the better. 


~~ 
There is only one way in which the 
Metropolitan and the Chicago compa- 
nies might safely and with adwantage 
to opera in this country codperate and 
combine. That would be in the mat- 
ter of translated librettos. The Metro- 
politan has commissioned Henry Kreh- 
biel, the eminent New York critic, to 
prepare an English version of “ Parsi- 
fal,” which is to be used at the Met- 
ropolitan this spring. It is understood 
that Mr. Krehbiel is also at work on a 
version of “ Tristan and Isolde.” What 
these versions will be and how satis- 
factory they may prove is of course as 
yet unknown, but it is -reasonable to 
suppose that they will be good. os 
However decisive Mr. Krehbiel 
have been wp to the period of the war 
in his opposition to all translation 
of opera or song into English and to 
most things American in music, he 
nevertheless is an excellent musician 
and linguist, is a painstaking worker, 
and now that he is converted more or 
less willingly to the advisability of hav- 
ing German opere done in English, he 
undoubtedly will give of his best. 
Should these translations and any 
others which the Metropolitan company 
may order, prove adequate, they should 
be stamped at once with the approval 
of the eastern house, and be made the 
authorized and official English trans 


lations of these especia] works. The

Chicago company and every other 
oper company in the United States, 
in Canada, and in England, should be 
not alone permitted, but induced to ac- 
cept and use them, and thus standard- 
ize the version. By this arrangement 
the artist who wishes to learn réles in 
English, »will know what translation 
is standard, and what he must study 
in order to be acceptable in those 
houses where opera in the vernacular 
is used. 


~~ 

By agreement or arrangement be 
tween the Metropolitan, the Chicago; 
and the Covent Garden managements a 
standardization of translations easily 
could be brought about which would 
be of distinct and lasting value to each 
of the organizations and to the artists 
and students throughout the world. The 
agreement could alse include the giv- 
ing of advance information as to what 
operas were being translated for each 
company, and thus duplication could 
be avoided, and at the same time ac 
complishment of a great and important 
task expedited. 

Here is a way in which the Chicago 
company can with safety and profit 
“combine” with the Metropolitan. It 
can by doing its part in the securing of 
adequate translations and stamping 


them with its official approval retain its 


“place as one of the important and in- 


se er operatic organizations of the 


country and at the same time share the 
g00G work done by the Metropolitan 
and the English companies. 


The chief objection raised by eppe- 
nents of foreign opera and song being 
sung fn our vernacular is that the 
English translations are bed. That 
they do not faithfully convey the for- 
eign idea, and that they are unsingabie. 
Be it admitted at once that both of 
these divisions of the one objection are 
well founded in fact. They present 
the main obstacle to the use of English, 
but the obstacle ts not unsurmountable. 
Desire coupled with the proper skill 
could produce translations which would 
avold both of these difficulties. It has 


been done in other languages; it can 
be done in English. 


The trouble heretofore has been that. 


English translations have usually been 
made by men or women who, while they 
may ‘have been competent linguists, 
were not musicians and therefore did 
not know how to meet the musical 
needs which this particular kind of 
translation work imposes. In conti- 
nental European countries the transla- 
tors of operas and songs have in the 
majority of instances been men or 
women who were able not only faith- 
fully to transfer into their vernacular 
the ideas and fine shades of meaning 
of the foreign author, but also saw to 
it that the words they used were the 
singable ones of their language and 
were so arranged that the musical 
phrase to which the words were set 
was not broken or distorted. The re- 
sults are German versions of French 
or Italiam operas that are true to the 
original and entirely singable, and 
French or Italian versions of German 
works that are similarly satisfactory 
and usable. 

There are men and women in the 
United States wholly capable of ac- 
complishing the same transformation 
of the foreign operas and songs into 
English, if they be but induced to 
undertake the task and if there be cre- 
ated a demand for such translations. 
So long as publishers fee! their patrons 
will be content with any kind of gib- 
berish printed under the foreign text 
in publications, just so long will they 
hire literary hacks to make the trans- 
lations and shove the hopeless stuff 
into print. But when the public asks 
for correct and better product, the 
correct and better product will be forth- 
coming. 

What constitutes an adequate and 
usable translation of opera or song? 
Three factors enter in. The sense of 
the original must be conveyed, the 
words must fit the music, the words 
must be aingable. As to conveying the 
senee, this may be secured either by 
virtually literal translation or by para- 
phrase. The more nearly literal the 
English version can be the better it is 
apt to prove. 

The of rhyme unless the 
line be short and the rhyming marked- 
ly evident can if desirable be sacrificed. 
It In the majority of instances is the 
most negligible of all the Hterary quan- 
tities involved. The rhythm is of true 
importance, however, since the music 
phrase springs from text, and only by 
securing similarity of accent and of 
length of line can the English words 
be made to fit the music. Rhythmic 
prose is in many cases fully as effec- 
tive and acceptable as rhymed poetry 
would be. 


The words, however, may ftt the 


music and yet be unsatisfactory. For 
the words have to be sung, and fm the 
adjusting of the word to the tone Hes 
the difficult and fine part of the trans- 
lator’s work, 

He must recognize that certain 
vowels can be sung with ease on tones 
within certain ranges in the voice, but 
not on tones within ranges higher or 
lower. He will, therefore, not put 
words containing unfavoring vowels 
on tones where they can with difficulty 
to the singer be used. He will also 
realize that different voilces—tenor, so- 
prano, gontralto, or bass—have their 
own peculiarities ag regards vowel 
values. That a tenor, for example, can 
sing certain vowels on a high tone 
which a bass can handle’only with dif- 
ficulty. The words, therefore, must be 
chosen and arranged according not 
only to the tones but to the voice that 
is to sing them. And yet all obscuring 
and distorting of the sense of the orig- 
inal must be avoided. Words, too, with 
as few consonants between syllables as

The 
exotic yearning for effect, the prismatic 
searching for weird tone, has been 
shuffied into the discard. The present 
passes too swiftly to waste one golden 
minute in endeavoring to pierce cryptic 
messages writ in paint. The clear crys- 
tall call of simple things, simply ex- 
pressed, is that to which we listen most 
eagerly now. 


In the current exhibit at the insti- 
tute-it is this call which ts heard. The 
paintings form a group of intensely 
pleasant pictures.
